: Bishop Thomas B. Neely, D.D., L.L.D., Presiding. 
Bishop, Fathers, and Brethren:— . 

Thanks be to God our Father through our Lord Jesus Christ for 
strength.. to do another year's work, and to report to you— to compare 
the results with the past records, and to judge my faithfulness. I 
have traveled the District throughout; I have held Quarterly Con- 
ferences regularly; preached during each Quarterly Conference, giv- 
ing my personal attention to the spiritual and temporal affairs of the 
Church. I have apportioned, to each charge the amounts to be 
raised for each Benevolent cause ; also the Episcopal Fund. Conference 
Claimant and General Conference expenses, and urged at each Quar- 
terly meeting to raise, the full apportionment. I nave held two -con- 
ventions and one District Conference during the year. The Convention 
(Missionary) at Bastrop, La., April 20th, the pastors reported $100 
for Home Mission and Church Extension to Dr. I; L. Thomas.

REPORT OF DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
LAKE CHARLES DISTRICT, P. W, C. 

,„,_.., , January 25, 1910. 

l o the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Conference:-— 
. I beg leave to make this my third report of the work on the Lake 
Charles District. I have traveled throughout the District, taking 
charge of all the traveling preachers, local preachers and extorters as 
the Discipline directs. I have made two changes, as follows: Broth- 
er Taylor from Welsh to Lessville, and Brother HarnVfrorn Less- 
ville to Welsh. I have presided in one District Conference ; have 
been present at every Quarterly Conference in every charge on the 
District four times, necessitating travling ! by rail and otherwise over 
3000 miles. I have given licenses to two young men and renewed 
those of forty-seven local-preachers. The spiritual condition of the 
Church is excellent. There is not a charge in! which there has not 
been conversions, and additions. The charters Ind deeds of all the 
property conform: strictly to the laws of State and of the Discipline. 
All of the property is well insured, where insurance can be had; the 
most of it for long terms. I have promoted by all proper means the 
causes of Foreign and Home Missions, Church Extension, Education, 
Sunday School, Conference Claimants and Freedmen's Aid Society, 
in the Sunday Schools, in Conventions and Quarterly Conferences. 
We have seven Epworth League chapters ; no brotherhoods, hut have 
Ladies Aid organizations in every charge. AH the rules for the sup- 
port of the churches', benevolences have 'been carried out. The ap- 
portionment fund and General Conference expense have been paid In 
accordance with the provisions of the Discipline. I have carefully 
inquired at .each Quarterly Conference whether the rules respecting 
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the instruction of children, including instruction in temperance, have 
been observed. Every part of our Discipline has been enforced on the 
District. I have decided some questions of law inthe District and 
Quarterly Conferences, giving notice that the application of-the same 
lay with the Bishop and the Annual Conference. I have furnished 
each member of the General Missionary committee of the District 
with a statement of the condition of missions under his care. I have 
. given a list of books in the course of study to every local preacher, arid 
to those seeking admission on trial. I have explained to all those on 
trial as well as to those who are preparing for trial that the Confer- 
ence may refuse them admittance, without doing themany injury. 
No preacher has refused to go to his work or absented himself there- 
from during the year. The storm did but little damage in our sec- 
tion. We still hold Southwest Louisiana, with its railroad already 
built and those in course of construction, its increasing acreage of 
rice fields and its hundreds of sawmills, as the promise land of Louis- 
iana Methodism. There has been a healthy increase in the payment 
of salaries of pastors and in the payments of debts, and in conversions, 
and an 'excellent -incf ease in benevolences.'' .There is no rust on the 
axles.'nor is there any screeching of machinery. For this the faithful 
and self-denying pastors deserve all of the praise. 

DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT OF THE 
ALEXANDRIA DISRICT, LOUISIANA CONFERENCE,, 
JANUARY 26, 1 9 to. ' : 

To the Bishop, Father and Brethren : 

We submit this, our report, as District Superintendent of toe. 
Alexandria District. The Lord has blessed our labors this Confer 
ence year. Many revivals, have been .in progress throughout the_Dis- 
trict, and precious souls have been added to toe fold of Christ. Peace 
and harmony prevails. . Members and pastors are loyal. The sys- 
tematic plan of giving has been observed in 'the various charges. The 
moral tone of our people is better. The relation between the races is 
very harmonious. The doctrines of our church are being better un- 
derstood and recognized as a moral factor amonk the people. 

The one room cabins are giving away to the three room houses. 
The day is breaking. The cities and towns are fast drawing our peo- 
ple from the rural sections: hence our Church must follow them if 
we are to hold our own. The schools are mostly, in towns, and our 
thirst for education for our children causes us to move there. We are 
now calling for our best material as pastors to follow our people. If 
we are to hold them, for others are after them, and sad to say are 
getting some of them. 

In five' years our membership has changed from forty-four per 
cent to sixty per cent in the cities and towns, aihd the corresponding 
decrease in the country charges. , Through' Brother Everett Hill, 
we have the; second church in Alexandria, arid from the present indica- 
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tion bids fair to be the equal iof the first church in a few years if prop- 
erly managed. Brother Hill needs to be praised for what he had done; 
- We owe a 'balance yet of $714 upon this new church., Rapides, con- 
nected with this work has done very little and Brother Hill had to 
follow manual labor to get a support outside of what the Missionary 
Society pays. 

Newman Memorial is out of debt Rev. R. C. Worsham and 
his people paid it without help from the Church Extension, the only 
church of its size and importance ever built and paid for in this Con- 
ference, without help of the Extension Board. They should be con- 
gratulated. The Sunday School is one of the best in the District as 
well as in the state. All claims are met, and Brother Worsham's re- 
turn is asked for. 

Booneville — Has three hundred and thirty-one members, the larg- 
est station in the District. Church is painted ; pastor paid in full, a 
thousand dollars; the people desire his return. Benevolences in ad- 
vance of last year. Brother Franklin is happy. He is a great 
preacher and a honored member of this Conference.
